cpen box cars and peddle them out along 
the route. 

A watermelon grower hires the use of a 
boxcar from his homo to St. Louls. He 
fills it with a thousand melons, or more, 
and leaves space enough near the door for 
himself. 

The slow freight train pulle out, stop- 
ping at every town, water tank, switch 
and cross road. This slowness of travel is 
meat for the melon man. 

He advertises ahead that his melon car! . 
is coming and the storekeepers are wait- | 
ing for him with their wagons. They buy 
a supply of melons direct from the car.

HELMI RIMATTA, 8 YEARS OLD.

Helmi Rimatta, Aged 8, Was Wrapped 
in Furs When She Left Her Land 
of Snow and Ice—She is Bound 
for Lead City, 8. D. 


From snowclad Finland to the sunlit hills 
of South Dakota—a stretch of 6000 miles, 
equal to one-fourgth of the distance 
“around the world’’—Helm! Rimatta, aged 
8 vears, is journeying alone. 

The little one arrived at Union Station 
from New York Tuesday morning. She has 
been traveling continuously for nearly 3 
days. 

To her America, like many of the other 
countries through which she has passed, is

being able to converse in her native tongue 
succeeded in partially relieving her appar- 
ent loneliness. 

Few persons have spoken to Helmi on the 
long trip and she could not speak to them, 
lacking a knowledce of their language. 

Eight foreign countries she has traversed, 
the language always varying. 

At every port a new tag has been pinned 
to her dress. Helmi is going to the home 
of her uncle, Elias Beura, who lives in 
Lead City, 8. D. 

Her parents are dead, ami, with the ex- 
ception of a brother, Ellas Beura is her 
only living relative. 

Yot, despite her tender years ané the 
hard knocke of a journey across strange 
seas and strange lands, stopovers at sta- 
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small town on the coast of Finland—it is 
her home no longer—she was wrapped in 
furs and a big cap protected her face and 
ears from arctic blasts. 

The temperature was below, far below, 
the zero mark and the Strait of Bothnia 
were a cover of ice. 

Just across into Norway and Sweden 
huge icebergs, with their myriad of glis- 
tening colors, could be seen, and then tho 
giant ships trying to avoid them. 

This was not a strange sight to Helml. 
Often had she seen these floating palaces, 
but that there was such a thing as weather 
that would melt them she did not know. 

After a rough train ride of 500 miles she 
came to St. Petersburg. 

Here she discarded her thick furs for 
lighter garmenta It was still cold, but 
nothing like that freezing temperature on 
the coast of Finland. 

From S8t. Petersburg she started south 
to Germany's capital, Berlin. 

This climate was moderate. From Ger- 
many she went into Poland and thence to 
Brussels. 

Her route from Brussels lay across tl:e 
English channel, which brought her to Do- 
ver, and next to Liverpool, where she 
sailed for America two weeks ago. 

Helmi enjoyed the ocean trip. She was 
not a bit seasick. The captain, she found, 
had been to Finland and that awakened 
her interest. They became bosom friends. 
Jack Tars Made a 

Favorite of Her. 

The jacktars made a favorite of the little 
girl—they called her the ship's mascot, 
and when Helmi wanted to say anything 
to them she would run to the captain and 
he in turn would translate her remarks. 

The second day out on the ocean Helmi 
was presented to the entire crew. 


On every deck she was permitted to romp | 


at will. And she made herself useful. On 
board the ship she made cookies, dressed 
her dolis and sat them in the main cabin, 
where they attracted admiration. 

Then she could knit. She made a quilt 
for the captain's daughter, and this, too, 
was placed on exhifbition. 

A storm came up. Helm! was not fright- 


the ship's deck,

When anything like that happened in 
Finland, Helmi told the captain, they just 
knelt down and prayed. Helmi thus set an 
example for the gallora. 


It was her first time on a vessel. There 
were a thousand and one things to amuse 
her, and she made the best of her opportu- 
nity. 

There was no part of the steamer which 
she did not examine, and there was noth- 
ing she wanted to know that the captain 
wouldn't tell her. 

Helmi was happy.

In a day coach Helmi found all the rest 
she wanted or reeded. 

The conductor spoke to her several times, 
but she just looked at him and smile. 

A siim, delicate appearing child alighted 
at Union Station yesterday. She wore a 
straw hat, a faded brown dress and shoes 
whose soles were greatly worn. 

A soiled blue ribbon held a knot of bright 
golden halr. 

Her face was discolored from cinders 
and smoke and dust. She was nungry. In 
her purse, which was fastened to her dress, 
she had just $3. 

This was Helmi. For an hour she was 
the guest of Matron Hunter. 

Ar Interpreter was found and the first 
request Helm! made was for a cup of cof- 
feet and a roll. Mrs. Hunter proceeded to 
prepare a warm breakfast for her, and as 
ehe ate the youngster again recounted 
the incidents of her voyage and her light- 
ning trip from New York to St. Louis. 

Every place she went she was treated 
kindly, but she was glad she was coming 
near to her uncle's home—stil] 1000 miles 
away.

When St. Louis, in- 
stead of East St. Louis, becomes the base of all St. Louie freight 
rates, the railroads, through competition, may in large measure 
absorb the bridge charge. But the cost and operating expenses 
of any bridge must be met by the traffic. If the city should 
build a free bridge, the operating expenses would be charged 
to the traffic. 

The merchants and manufacturers of St. Louis have labored 
for years to make St. Louis the base of freight rates, with con- 
siderable progress. Many of the raliroads are willing to make 
out St. Louis bills of lading on all St. Louis freight, and the St. 
Louis Terminal Co. has offered to deliver goods in St. Louis and 
to put up all the additional warehouses needed for that purpose. 
The business men of St. Louis can now practically make St. Louis 
the base of freight rates. But many continue to receive freight 
by transfer wagons from East St. Louis. 

This is partly caused by inertia and partly by lack of terminal 
facilities. That there is need of additional terminals is general- 
ly agreed and that there should be competition or, if not com- 
petition, a thorough control of terminal rates and conditions is 
manifest. 

The offer of the St. Louis Terminal Depot Association to make 
St. Louls the base of freight rates for its business as com- 
pensation for the valuable privileges it seeks is not now the 
glittering prize it would have been some years ago. The vital 
question concerns the terminal facilities to be gained and the 
rates and conditions offered. 

The only fair basis of such a franchise grant is adequate com- 
pensation in money or rates, and conditions which will preclude 
any oppression of St. Louis commerce and assure the promo- 
tion of trade expansion. 

For this reason the Post-Dispatch insists that no franchise be 
granted without conditions that will amply compensate the city 
and will safeguard the commerce of St. Louis. This is why we 
think a competent commission should study the situation and 
formulate a plan of terminals and the conditions of the franchise 
grant which will protect all interests and promote the expansion 
of St. Louls trade. 

St. Louis wants terminals that will promote the interests of 


St. Louis and not merely fill the pockets of promoters or syndi- 
cates.

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BURY ALL THE WIRES. 

The decision of the Bell and Kinloch Telephone companies to 
place their wire cables in conduits underground as far west as 
‘King’s highway boulevard is a step in the right direction. It will 
relieve a large part of the city of the danger of high and low 
tension wires oa the same poles—a condition which has caused 
many deaths. 

But if every low-tension wire were buried, citizens would 
still be imperiled by the numerous highly-charged electric light 
and power wires strung along streets and alleys. When one of 
these breaks and becomes a sizzling, writhing, death-dealing in- 
strument, hanging in the way of every passerby, the people realize 
that they have been negligent in failing to instruct the lawmak- 
ers to provide against such dangers. 

The Board of Public Improvements should see to it that the tele- 
phone companies remove all ‘‘dead’’ wires after replacing those 
on the poles with new ones in conduits. And the law in regard 
to conduits should be so amended as to include electric light anc 
power wires, anywhere within the city limits, with the exception, 
for the present, of trolley wires, which must ultimately be abol- 
ished. 

Conduits for all wires are a legal requirement in parts of Ber- 
lin and other cities. It has been found that street cars can be 
run as well with the trolley wire in a conduit as with one over- 
head. The overhead wire is a constant menace, besides disfiguring 
the streets. The up-to-date city will insist on the burying of 
all wires.

When She Recovered From It in Asy- 
lum, She Was Rational, but 
Could Remember 


Little.

TERRELL, Tex., July 14.—Six weeks have 
passed since Miss Ada Barker, a college- 
bred woman of independent means, plunged 
into a state of double consciousness, to 
awake Saturday with her mind cleared, but 
without the slightest recollection of what 
transpired during the interval. 

When Miss Barker resumed her normal 
state, she was in the North Texas Insane 


Asylum in this city. 
Dr. J. &. Turner, the superintendent, con- 
siders her case one of the most remarkable 


on record. 

She is affilcted with double consclious- 
nees, or recurrent dementia. She was able 
to talk in a perfectly rational manner to- 
days. She says she is 23 years old and 
lived with her uncle and ardian, Arthur 
Dalton, a lawyer, in Brooklyn. 

Miss Barker has traveled considerably in 
this country and abroad for her health and 
last May she decided to go to Galveston to 
attend the Neptune Carnival. Her uncle 
obiected to her traveling alone, but she 
ae May 10, unattended, from New York. 

The voyage was rough and she was taken 
ill ey West, but reached Galveston 
May 18 and called a carriage to take her 
to the Tremont Hotel. She last remembers 
climbing steps which may have been at the 
entrance to the hotel. hen her mind be- 
came a blank. She had $160, two trunks 
and some hand baggage at that time. 

Two weeks _ she was observed on the 

ts of El Paso, on the Mexican border 
of Western Texas, acting in a dazed man- 
ner. She was held for examination as to her 
mental condition, and, being adjudged in- 
sane, was sent to the asylum in this city. 
The attendants saw that she was a woman 
of refinement and endeavored to learn her 
name in order that her relatives might be 
notified 

Miss Barker could not express the slight- 
eset clew to her identity. She was never 
violent nor despondent. The New York 
police were communicated with, but to no 
purpese. It could not be ascertained how 
she reathed El Paso. She had considerable 
money left when found. 

The physicians were astonished Saturday 
when Miss Barker aroused as from a dream 
and beran ry in a rational maaner. 
She looked about her surroundings in a per- 
plexed manner and then asked where she 
was. Afier a few hours’ rest, she e 
every effort to recollect what had trané- 
pir since her arrival in Galveston. She 
said she could recall very indistinctly 
when, two weeks ago she asked the matron 
in the EF) Paso jail a question and she also 
hae a faint idea of having purchased a 
ticket for Los Angeles. 
~Miss Barker is in fine physical health. She 
is an attractive blonde, and says her home 
was formerly in Port Jervis. N. Y. Her 
father left her his estate and she was 

aduated from the New York Female Coi- 
exe. She was subject to nervous spells and 
was treated privately at Bloomfield and at 
Kirg's Park asylums. 

She is awaiting some one to take her 
home, as she fears to risk a trip again un- 


attended.

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Miss Youngs Adopted This Means of 
Showing Disapproval of Neglect 
of Nephew by President.

OYSTER BAY, July 15.—Mrs. Roosevelt 
and her children did not occupy the pew 
in church which had been assigned to them 
vesterday. 

Shortly after the first bell had begun to 
ring, Miss Susan Youngs, an old woman, 
small of statute, carefully gowned in the 
latest fashion, with a smart French bon- 
net of jetted gauze, entered the church. 

Without looking to the right or to the 
left, she passed to the pew she has occu- 
pled Sunday after Sunday ever since the 
Episcopal church was built at Oyster Bay. 
lt was the third pew from the door from 
the right and bore plainly in the rail a red 
card on which, in large letters was the 
name, ‘‘Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt.’’ 

As Miss Youngs took. her seat beside a 


young girl who had unwarily strayed into 
the same precincts, Mrs. Washburn, wife 
of the rector, saw what nad happened, and, 
beaming with smiles, quickly lert her own 
seat and hastened down by the door. By 
this time, the young girl, perceiving her 
mistake, had arisen and was vainly try- 
ing to persuade Miss Youngs to seck other 
quarters.

Miss Youngs, 
who is quite deaf, as well as being thor- 
oughly convinced that she had the priority 
to that ticular pew, did not or would 
not receive the invitation of the rector's 
wife to sit elsewhere.

Roosevelt pew immediately in front of her 
own. 

“But, mamma, this isn't our pew: that 
lady has ours.’ whispered Ethel and Ker- 
mit in a breath.

UMPTION MAY BE CURED 


This Is Idea of One Doctor Who Blames 
Physicians for Not Telling Pa- 
tients Truth. 


NEW YORK, July 15.—‘‘Thousands, tens 
of thousands of people die because their 
physicians have*not the moral courage to 
say to them: ‘This is tuberculosis and now 
is the time to take precautions.’ ”’’ 


Such was the statement made by Medical 
Officer Biggs of the health department in 
an address before the summer schoo! in 
philanthropic work, conducted by the char- 
ity organizations society. 

“In the case of autopsies in New York 
hospitals, which have come under my 
knowledge,"" he continued, ‘‘full 60 per 
cent had had, some time in their lives, tu- 
berculosis. Of these, a little more than 
half died of that disease. The remainder | 
had recovered and, !n many instances, had | 
not known of its existence in their sys- 
tems. A third of those who die in our hos- 
pitals die of consumption. In some of the 
older cities of Europe the proportion is 
much greater. 

“The tubercular baccilli do not multiply 
outside the system. They tend to die. dn- 
fection ts by the original bacillus, if at 
all. Large numbers are quickly destroyed. 
Direct sunlight destroys them quickly, day- 
light in time. The danger is in damp, dark 
rooms.
